man’s mind, so far as applied to the scheme of 
which he appears to be the unfortunate victim, 
we haverit in his last attempt to explain the cir- 
cumstances which led to the massacre of a num- 
ber of his men near Rute Inlet. In a letter pub- 
lished in the British ‘Colonist of Monday last, 
after the opening flonrish, he starts with the 
broad assertion that, ‘I say at once that the 
real gause of the Bute Inlet massacre had noth- 
ing to do with the conduct of the victims them- 
selves, who neither excited the assassins by ill 
usage or provoked them by injustice or improper 
conduct ; and I'am going to prove the contrary.” 
Then, after asserting—what we flatly deny, and 


‘what the public are by no means aware of— 


“that the sole originators of the massacre were 
Chilicooten Indians from the upper country who 
had never before been down at Bate Inlet,” he 
advances, as proof No. 1, a scene said to have 
happened between Lieutenant Palmer, R. E., 
and the Indians at Bentinck Arm in 1862. Un- 
fortunately for Mr. Waddington what he describes 
really never did take place! It is a pure fabri- 
cation. We have neither time nor patience to 


-deal with all his “ proofs,” but merdly give the 


first as a specimen. But surely it betrays very 
great presumption, if not weakness, on the part 
of Mr. Waddington to suppose that the public 
will place more reliance in the ez parte statements 
of a man who is deeply and directly interested 
ip the subjeet upon which he: treats than in the 
result of a judicial investigation by an officer pla- 
ced entirely above the influences of self interest, 
That investigation led to the conviction that the 
chief, if not the sole, ¢duse of the miassacre was 
the treatment the Indians experienced at the 
hands of those who became the victims of their 
vengeance. Mr. Waddington assigns as one 
cause of the massacre that the whites communi- 


cated a certain contagion to the Indians at Bella’ 


Coola, leaving it to be inferred that upon his 
workmen was visited the penalty due to others. 
Unfortunately for his object, however, it would 
not appear necessary to travel to Bella Cvola for 
a provocation which he admits had to do with 
the massacre, as there was abundance of evidence 
to show that his own men had ‘indulged largely 
inthe same vice, and that that indulgence was 
followed with the usual consequences. But why 
has Mr. Waddington shifted hisground? A few 
weeks ago he assigned as the cause of the mas- 
sacre the fact that the Chilicooten Indians were 
opposed to the construction of the road through 
their territory. Now he trumps up a list of 
groundless stories as the cause. Bat why multi- 
ply words in. exposing the disingenuousness of 
the course adopted by the advocates of Bute In- 
let. The following, which we copy from ‘‘ Good 
Words,” exactly describes their present position, 
and we respectfully recommend it to their careful 
perusal :-— 

“The Turkey is a silly bird:; and the French 
call a person Dindon whom we, with less. propri- 
ety, call a goose ; that being very far from a silly 
bird. In America they are said to entrap the 
wild turkeys through their silliness. On a slight 
slope, just at the edge, a kind of pen is made of 
sticks, aud covered over. At the lowest part 
an opening is left, sufficient to admit a turkey, 
and corn is strewn within and ‘witheut the pen, 
to entice them in. . When they have entered they 
might escape by simply descending to the en- 
trance and walking out the way they walked in. 
Bat, instead of this, they vainly beat against the 
sides of the pen, till the trapper comes and de- 
spatches them, : 

Many featherless bipeds are like these turkeys. 
When it is plainly proved that you have formed 
a rash judgment or takev an unwise step, the 
right course manifestly is to confess this and re- 
tract, and retrace your steps. But mogt men are 
too mach of turkeys to do this. Usually, when 
& man finds himself im @ pen, and that there is 
no. thoroughfare, rather ‘than descend so far as to 
own a mistake, and walk out of the error the same 
way he had walked into it, he will resort to every 
kind of shuffle. He will insist on it that he was 
quite right all along, but that there has been a 
change in some of the people, or in the circum- 
stances. Or perhaps he-will flatly deny that he 
ever said’ so and so; or maintain that he was 
misunderstood. Anything rather than retract 
and acknowledge an error. . 

And yeta man who does this frankly will usu- 
ally obtain great applause for his candor and 
geod sense ; even more perhaps than he would 
have had if he had avoided the error from the 
first.. Yet even this will not tempt most men to 
take this ingenious and wise course. They are 
too much of Turkeys.”

The public meeting held in the Town Hall on 
Thursday was by no means the least important 
of the season.

of the meeting, as published in angther column, 
that full justice was done to the existing +public 
school and its disinterested atid unselfish promo- 
ters, while the miserable slanderers who had done 
their little best to malign and misrepresent the 
whole thing from beginning to end received a 
scathing rebuke. We wish the Editor of the 
Chronicle could have witnessed the writhings of 
his. ‘‘ Regular Correspondent” as he was obliged 
to succumb to the artillery charge of the gentle 
man he had so assiduously endeavored to stab in 
the dark. In his case that scripture has been 
strikingly verified which saith : “The way of 
transgressors. is hard.” So far as the public 
school of this city is concerned it is now placed 
upon a broader and more healthy basis than hith- 
erto, although it is evident that, notwithstanding 
all the disadvantages with which it had to con- 
tend, it has been most useful and successful.

Later from Cariboo, 

Our advices from Cariboo are to the 9th inst., 
and although we have very little toadd to what 
appeared in these columns a week ago, yet, to 
speak generally, the most encouraging intelli- 
gence continues to reach us, not from Williams 
Creek alone, but from the mines generally. It 
will be seen by a letter from our regular corres- 
pondent, who is perfectly reliable, that the nug- 
get found on Lightning Creek to which we al- 
Juded, weighed 25 ounces instead of 13. This 
is, we believe, the largest piece of gold yet 
foand in the country. We have: just conversed 
with two intelligent gentlemen who left Williams 
Creek on the 9th, and they state that from the 
new ground daily being opened and the improv- 
‘ed appliances in the shape of machinery and bed- 
rock drains, the yield of the mines must steadi- 
Jy and materially increase, while the rich hill 
diggings being discovered must give remnnera- 
tive employment to a large mining population all 
the year roynd. Rich diggings ona new creek 
were reported, and a number left. Williams 
Creek for the locality, which was-not very clear- 
ly defined at latest advices. The companies 
were rapidly getting to work, and it is estimated 
that by the 1st prox. nearly every company on 
the creek would be in active operation. The 
provision market has andergone little or no 
change, flour continuing about 50 cts., and other 
articles in proportion, while pack trains were ar- 
riving with sapplies. - Mr. J. Orr, member for 
Cariboo East, was quite recovered, Dr. Black, 
member for Cariboo West, had arrived and was 





. successfully treating Mr. Wm. Cunningham, who 


was very far gone with mountain fever. He was 
taken ‘out to the Mouth of Quesnelle, where he 


' arrived on the 8th and was recovering. 


It will be:seen by a letter from Rock Creek, 
which we publish to-day, that the mines in that 
region are by na means to be despised, while the 
Koutani mines ere attracting very great atten- 
tion. These last mines are situated partly in 
British, partly in American territory ; and we 
think it would be well for our Government to 
dispatch a proper officer for the parpose of exam- 
ining and reporting upon that locality, as it is 


likely to draw a very large. population ; and_ if 


weare correctly informed that both men and 
provisions can reach that place most readily by 
way of Hope, if reasonable facilities were afford- 
ed, it is important that the attention of the Ex- 
‘ecutive should be early directed towards tliat ob- 
ject.

Dear Str,—Quité an interesting suit came off 
before the Gold Commissioner on the 17th ult., 
between Matthew. Carruthers, plaintiff, and 
Miss Roddy, defendant. The case was one of 
re-hearin » having been decided a few days pre- 
vious in favor of Miss R. The plaintiff asked 
for a new trial on the ground that more evidence 
would be produced. It appears the plaintiff be- 
came a general partner of Richard Cameron’s 
(who is brother-in-law of defendant) last suw- 
mer, and further, that he was alsv desirous of be- 
coming @ partner of the defendant, who some 
time last fall signified herintention of going be- 
low, and Carruthers, fearful that such intention 
would be carried out, offered to transfer } of an 
interest in the Caledonia Company (of which he 
was owner) to her on condition that she would 
remain on the creek during the winter, . The 
transfer was made accordingly, bat the confiding 
girl, not suspecting that such a generous indivi- 
dual would, under any circumstances, attempt to 
resume the gift, didnot trouple herself to get it 
recorded ; nor do I think he would for a moment 
have thought of doing so had not a brother of his 
arrived during the winter, who, thinking that 
Matthew was unfit td transact his own business, 
undertook to do it fot him, and finding that this 
transfer had not been: recorded, induced his bro- 


ther to make another’ tranafer to him, which was 


placed upon record immediately. The plea put 
in by plaintiff was, that although one thousand 
dollars was the considgration named in the trans- 
fer there bad heen nothing paid, and further, that 
a promise of -marriage ‘was in reality the consid- 
eration.

The cry of du}! times which has been ringing in 
our ears forthe last three months is becoming 
very feeble, and I think it will not be long before 
it will fail to return an echo. 

The qumwber of claims taking out pay is al- 
most daily increasing. The Caledonia Co. divi- 
ded $1500 to the share on the 15th. The Never 
Sweat Co. are doing well: they divided $1080 
to the share on the 22nd... The Wuke-np-Juke 
is still paying well. The Prince of Wales and 
Barker are taking out pay. The Welsh Co. are 
at work again. The Eriecson Co. got fairly to 
work a week ago, and for the first. day washed 
up 84} oz., second day 1613 oz., third| day 218 
oz., fourth day 4287 oz., fifth day 107 oz. This 


‘extraordinary yield caused considerable excite- 


ment, and adjoining claims rapidly advanced in 
price. A nugget of pure gold weighing 25 oz. 
was picked up in the Discovery Claim, on Light- 
ning Creek, this week. A large amount of 
ground slaicing is being done oa Lowhee, and 
from present indications a large yield: may be 
expected from there this season. 

‘Mr. Wm. Cunningham is very ill with moun- 
tain fever. His-recovery is considered doubtful. 
Mr. Comméline, our Postmaster, arrived with the 
last Express, and has opened an office at Bark- 
erville, and quite a number are already availing 
themsel veg of benefits resulting therefrom in the 
way of cheap postage. This one act of the 
Legislative Conncil is a great boon to the Col- 
ony at large, and more particularly to the inhabi- 
tants of Cariboo.. I wish I.couldeay as. much 
in favor of the clause in the Goldfields Act re- 
lating to the registration of transfers, levying a 
rate of one per cent. on the amount named in the 
transfer, The minersin general look upon it as 
an extortion almost without a parallel. 

_The Rictifield Co, have got their large pump 
at work : it is answering their purpose admir- 
ably, lowering the water in their shaft about a 
foot per minate. 


Letter from Rock Creek. 
To the Editor of the British Columbian. _ 

' Dear Sin :—I-bhave contemplated for some 
time past to drop you a few lines from this place, 
thinking perhaps it would be of some interest to 
your readers to know how matters “ wag” in 
this vicinity. The miners on this creek are at 
present doing very well, making on an average 
$10 per day, with a prospect of doing much bet- 
ter as soon as the water falls sufficiently to en- 
able them to operate successfully in.the bed . of 
the stream. here are at present about 60 Chi- 
naniew working on Boundary Creck, 12 miles dis- 
tant from this place. They are, ag far as I am 
able to learn, making from $4 to $6 per day 
to the hand. This place will undoubtedly be fil- 
led up with Chinamen this summer. 

I arrived from Colville a few days since. Dar- 
ing my short sojourn at that place I heard nvth- 
ing spoken of but Koutani. Everybody talked, 
dreamed and spoke of nothing bat Koutani. 
There were a thousand and one ramors in regard 
to that country of untold wealth, &., &c., but I 
could trace none of these rumors to any anuthen- 





‘tic source. Nearly every one that could get 


away from Colville has gone to the Kontani, 
and those that remain are only waiting to hear 


from their friends who have gone before them 


before packing up their effects to make a start. 
Hundreds have left Walla Walla and the Colum- 
bia River for that country. In fact the Koutani 
is all the rago over this way, aud I find that 
many of the old stagers of Fraser River and Car- 
iboo have Been seized with the K¥utani fever, as 
I have noticed many en route for those new mines 
who passed tliis place. 

The people of Colville have constructed a new 
trail from this place to the Koutani, shortening 
the distance some 200 miles. Nearly all of the 
new road passes through British territory. The

people of Colville certainly deserve great credit | be recommended to His Excellency the Governor 


for their enterprise in opening a trail throngh 
a foreign territory, without any assistance from 
the Government. Excuse me for my digression, 
bat while Iam on the subject of trails and roads 
I have a few suggestions tounake which materi- 
ally interest the citizens of your thriving town, 
and; more particularly the inhabitants of Fort 
Hope. It is a matter of very great importance 


to persons who contemplate visiting the Kon-|- 


tani mines to ascertain the shortest, best and 
most feasible route* to that country. To such 
persons (provided they start-from any point on 
the Sound, W. T., Victoria, New Westminster, 
Douglas or Yale) I would say, go to Hope, B. C,, 
thence cia Similkameen, Soogoos Lake and Rock 
Creek to Colville ; thence by the new trail from 
Colville to the Koutani. The trail, with: the ex- 
ception of that portion which lies between Hope 
aud Similkameen, is'a good one, with plenty of 
grass for avimals and with anabundance of good 
water and wood, IT anderstand the Legislature 
of British Columbia have appropriated the su 

of $5000 for the improvement of the Hope ed 
If such is the fact the road can be—if the mone} 
is judiciously expended—put in good order, It 
is to he hoped however that the present incam- 


bent will look well after the contractors who re- 


pair the road, and see that they do the work ac 
cording to specification The contracts for re- 
pairs on the Hope trail for the past two years 
were served out t6 Government “ pets,” and the 
consequence was that the contracturs ran over the 
trail at railroad speed, making little or no im: 
provement. There lias been expended by the 
Government for 1862 and 1863 fourteen hundred 
dollars for repairs on the trail, The contractors 
did three days labor in each year on:the trail for 
the above amount. In rugning over a distance 
of 75 miles it could not be expected that. they 
would be able to make any great improvement 
on the road in three days time. Notwithstanding 
this fact the road was accepted by the late Gov- 
ernor’s Officials, and his “pets” pocketed the

Public School Meeting. 


é 


Pursuant to ® requisition signed by a number 
of rate-payers, the President of the Municipal 
Council convened a public meeting in the Town 
Hall on Thursday evering. The attendance was 
large and highly respectable. R. Dickinson, Esq., 
occupied the chair and Mr. V. Hall acted as 
Secretary. After the object of the meeting had 
been explained by the Chairman, the Rev, Mr. 
Jamieson was called upon by a vote of the meet- 
ing to explain the history and present position of 
the Common School of this city, which he did 
in a very lucid and satisfactory manner, show- 
ing that the school was established and condnet- 
ed upon non-sectarian principles, but that the 
arrangements having only been temporary, fur 
one year, and that year having expired in April 
last, the institution was'now in a state of disor- 
ganization so far as the Committee of Matage- 
ment wag concerned, altho’ the teacher contina- 
ed zealously and faithfully to discharge his duty. 
After Mr, Jamieson had concluded his account 
of the school, which was listened to with marked 
attention, the following resolution was moved 


by Mr. Juhn Murray, seconded by Rev A- 


Browning, and carried unanimously: Resolved, 
“That it is the degided opinion of this meeting 
that the only system calculated to diffuse success- 
fully the blessings of education in this Coiony is 
that known by the name of non-sectarian or non- 
denominational ; and that none other should be 
supported in whole or in part by-public money.” 
We almost regretted to see a resolution of such 
vital importance passed without eliciting any ex- 
pression of opinion, but everyone appeared to 
have their minds so thoroughly made up apon 
the subject that any remark was deemed unne- 
cessary. | 

The following was moved by Rev. R. Jamie- 
son, seconded by Mr.-W. Clarkson, aud carrivd 
unanimously ;. Resolved, ‘‘ That whereas a tem- 
porary arrangement having been made by parents 
having children of schoul-age in the Spring of 
1863 for the conducting of a non-sectarian 
school in this city, and whereas the- provision 
thus made for its management, which was four 
one year only, having expired, 

Ist, Be it therefore Resolved, ‘‘ That the citi- 
zens of New Westminster approve of this school 
as a public or common non-sectarian school, wor- 
thy of public confidence and entitled to the con- 
tinued and libegal support of the Goverment.” 

2nd, “That Messrs. Thomas McMicking, W. J. 
Armstrong and Dr. N. R. Oliver be nominated asa 
Committee of Management for the year com- 
mencing Ist April, and recommended to His Ex- 
eellency the Governor’ for his sanction and ap- 
proval,” ° 

A code of Rules and Regulations for the man- 
agement of the school was submitted by Mr. 
Clarkson and adopted. As this concluded the 
arrangements for the temporary management of 
public education in thig city, Capt. Cooper said 
that before proceeding to the consideration of 
the subject of education.in a more abstract and 
general form he thought there was one resola- 
tion it behooved the meeting to pass, and that 
was an expressian of entire confidence in the 
Teacher of the Common School of this city, Mr. 
James Mcllveen, for the ability and zeal with 
which he had discharged his duty under difficult 
and discouraging circumstances. Mr. Clarkson 
seconded the resolution with a few happy re- 
marks, stating that one, two, and sometimes 
three, of hig family had attended the school, and 
the progress they had made would compare fa- 
vorably with that of his elder ehildren in Canada. 
The resolution was carried onanimeusly and 
properly acknowledged by Mr. Mcliveen, who 
took that opportanity of mentioning that a pub- 
lic examination of the school would take place 
on that day two weeks, when he hoped to see 
the public manifest their interest in education 
by a large attendance. 

Moved by Capt. Cooper, seconded by Mr. John 
Robson, and carried unanimously > Resolved, 
“ That a Committee be appointed by this meeting 
te@ draw op a system of public education for adop- 
tion at an adjourned public meeting bemeafter to 
be held og the 13th July next, such system to 


in Council as the best adapted to the requirements 
of the Colony.” The fullowing gentlemen were 
named as the Committee:—Messrs. V. Hall, T. 
MeMicking, J. Mellveen, W. Grieve and W. 
E. Cormack. 

The mecting was tien adjourned till the 13th 
July next, ; ,

Reuietors Denominations tN Iretaxp.—Among 
the statistics just published in reference to the 
census of Ircland for 1861 are some relating to 
the: religious professions, education, and occupa- 
tions%of the people. When the census was taken 
there were 693,357 persuns calling themselves 
of the Established Charch, 4,505,265 Roman 
Catholics, 523,291 Presbyterians, 45,399 Meaho- 
Wists, 4,532 independents, 4,237 Baptists, 3,695 
‘Quakers, 393 Jews, 15,666 professing other be- 
liefs., As there are 124,227 more women than 
men in Ireland, so there are nore women than 
men professing each of ythese beliefs, but’ with 
this exception that there are 2.141 men belong- 
ing to the Baptists, and only 2,096 women. 
There are 308 more women than men belonging 
te the Indepedents. Among the 15,666 of all 
other persnusions there are 112 calling themsel- 
ves “ Christians;” 20 men and 1 woman “ Free- 
thinkers,” 10 ‘‘ Old Lights,” 18 “ New Lights,”
